He is the cormrierciicl representative of Otto CrHUGER, alias KitUGBB, born at Koenigsbei^g, 

East Prussia, now bearing a forced Uruguayan passport, and '/ho v/r.s a Goman-Brit ish 
double agent during the war (Svftl, A-l). Gruger learned that the possible German 
ownership of the blankets was und ; ..r investigation, and iuriod lately wrote Moreno for 
details, ^oreno replied with a letter, enclosure dated Pobruary BO, 1947, fron 
Liiuitada Ozyr, Calle Sagas ta No. 4, Madrid to Diego de DIES IAS, Claudio Coello, No. 113, 

Madrid , stating that to the best of their knowledge the blankets had been roanufac tured

for UNRRA in 1940. 

In view of the fact that a woman in Tangier has categorically stated that she was 
told by MOreno, on his visit here in January, that the blankets belonged to Germans in 
Spain v/ho needed liquid funds, it would appear wise to continue this investigation. 

Reference is also made to Liadrid Embassy confidential Air gram Hated march 12, 1947 
regarding this matter. It is the belief of this Legation after investigation here that 
the 77,500 blankets being offered by AAC are not of the same lot as the 275,000 previously 


offered here to Grugcr at 00 pesetas each.
